You will please hand Parnell a copy 
of this letter.

Wasui.noton, April 12.— The "Critic 
says that Secretary Lincoln, the only 
member of the Cabinet appointed by Pre- 
sident Garfield, will remain fcu' a short 
t"me longer, and tlion ho superceded by 
some one more in accord with the present 
administration. 

Nkw Yokk, April 10.— Amalgamated 
trades unions have adopted resolutions 
declaring that as the president had veto- 
ed the bill to restrict importation of coo- 
lies, the trades union.s regard it as an- 
other evidence of tho governing classes 
that tho interests of the workinf; popula- 
tion were not considered, and that the 
president liad ignored the interests of tho 
people by protecting the interests of the 
Chinese comi)anies, and extending a 
greeting,' to their brotliers on the Pacific 
coast, i)idding tJiom to continue their 
work and .as.suring them that victory will 
crown their ellbrts. A platform of prin- 
ciples calls for eight hours for a day's 
work, compensation to be just and fair 
for labor performed .

San Fbascisco,. April 10.— This af- 
lernoou Denis Kearney addressed a 
small crowd at the sand lots on the 
Chinese problem. Tlio afternoon was 
cold and rainy, which prevented many 
from attending the meeting. Dr. 0' 
T)onnell did not make his usual S]ipech 
to-day. There was no anti-Chinese 
procession and no demonstration of any 
kind as was apprehended. 

San Fkakcisoo, April 11. — Quite a 
crowd collected last evening on the 
sand lot to consider the Chinese ques- 
tion, and prepare to burn President 
-'\.rtliiir in elllgy. Ktbgies representing 
the president hugging a Chinaman were 
conspicuously disployed. The meeting 
was addressed by Kearney at some 
lengtb, and a procession then formed, 
and headed by tho efilgies moved down 
Mark.Tt street, At one Lime the pro- 
cession numbered near l.")00. P.ei'ore 
reaching Lotta's foutitain, where the 
efligies were to be burned, two .squads 
of police charged on the leaders of the 
procession, capturing the slufTed figures 
and destroying them. Much displea- 
sure was manifested by tlie crowd, and 
the police wore greeted with shouts and 
groans. There was great excitement 
for a few minutes, but fortunately no 
collision between the paraders and po- 
licemen.

TBS XTBW OOMST. 

It will bo a Maernificout Objoct in the 
ITorthora. Slsy this Stuamor. 

A new comet was di.-covcred by .Mr. 
Charles S. AVells, of the Dudley obser- 
vatory, Albany, Xow York, on the 18th 
of ]March. It appeared as a very 
bright, small object in the constellation 
Hcrcule.=^, with a tail about one fifth of 
the moon in length. The discovery 
was aniiounced by telegrai>h to the 
world, since wliich nothing has been 
«ud about it. 

It ajipoar-s, however, from two sMb- 
Rcquent ob.sorvations taken at the ob- 
servatory, nnd a rough coinputation of 
its orbit, that this comet is lilccly to 
make .something of a sensation before 
wo iiave have done with it. It is ap- 
proaching the earth — or the earth and 
comet are approaching each other — at 
the rate of 2,000,000 miles a day. It 
is at jircsent some 150,000,000 of miles 
from the earth, .and 180,000,000 from 
the sun; towaifl which it is traveling 
at au acceleralrd rate, and will con- 
tinue to do so until about the miiUlle 
of Juno, wlicn it v,ill pas.s its perihel- 
ion, at a distance from the sun of less 
than 10,000,000 miles. 

But ten comets are known to have 
ajiproachod the sun so nearly, but no 
apprehensions are felt that it will not 
be able to swing clear of the nrb of 
dav, and shoot oil' into space again with 
amazing rapidity. Unfortunately, its 
greatest brilliancy will happen .at a 
time when it will be invisible in the 
northern hemisphere, but after passing 
its perihelion it is likely to appear,like 
tho great comet of 1881, in tho north- 
ern sky, and for some time be an ob- 
ject of surpassing, interest. Puvllier 
observations may correct some of ibese 
estimates of its development, but it is 
certain to add very much to tho inter 
est of celestial manifestations dnrini; 
the .summer months.

Hon. Mr. Walkeiu e.xplaineil that tho 
diQ'erent items in ecnnection with the 
trunk road ainotintnd to the al)ovo sum. 

Mr. jM.ira remarked that .several days 
ayo he asked for thcjlcurie-spondenco Ix?- 
tween tlie auperintcndenis of (he trunk 
road and the govonimeul , 1 lilt it had not 
heon sent down. 

Hon. Mr. ^\■alkpm replied that thi! l;ust 
letter received was from Mr. Neil 
Black ,\vliich slated that the road eontrae- 
toi'3 were taking every possihie care of I lie 
road. 

.Mr. Mara said that frciglll ranged a 
groat deal liiglier last year than in pre 
i";ding years, cau.sed to a great extent by 
tho contractor.s on the watjon road in'l 
keepini' it in proper repair. 'I'here liad 
been a great deal of dissatisfaction in 
tliis particular. The provinci' would he 
at a lieavy los.s hy tlio roatl emt ractois 
blighting thoir work in many instance.s. 
Tlio comspondeiice should bo i^luLed hp- 
fore the House and the country in t-oii- 
lieclioil with these eontiacl.s. lie eoni 
plained of the ennditinn of the road from 
Cache Creek to Savona's !''eny. 'i'his al.io 
increased the cost of freight. 

Mr. Vernoh wished to aseei Uin if iliu 
ijovemment intended tocontinno Iheciiii- 
tract system or go back to the old system. 

Hon. Mr. WalltTi could no! answer 
I ho (|UC8lion at present. The e\ pr-i imeul 
would receive a fair trial. 

Mr. Bennejt llioiiglii that the ro.ul 
from Cache C'itn.-k io Savona.s Kerry 
should ho considered a imrlion of iliu 
main trunk road, and kept in repair ae- 
eordingly. 

Mr. brown remarked that the road 
from LiUooei to Clinton sliouUl also In- 
put with the main trunk road and the 
money nece.ssnry for kooping it in repair 
should be taken out ..f tho main trunk 
fnnd. 

.Mr. Oallagher saiii that a.'i an aiipropri- 
ation had been made foi- ferries at l-.il- 
looet and .S.avona's, Ivootenay ought i„ 
havo a cheap ferry also. It wa.s wrong to 
make Dsh of one portion of the couniiy 
and flesh of another. He iioped some- 
thing would be put on the .supplementary 
I'stiroates for a ferry at Kooienay. 

.Mr. Mara urged tho noopssily of build 
ing a bridge at Savona's l''errj'. Tho late 
•.'overnnient had made snrveys and had 
propoaed to build tho bridge. lOstimatcs 
had been sent in and he wa.s .s.atisCed that 
a good bridge could be built for §10,00<J. 

AFr. Vernon Ihought that a bridge 
e..uld he built for §8,000. 

Mr. Ciiillaghcr .said that the late gov- 
ernment liad .'iiiiveyed for :i l.iiilgeat 
Kootenay also and they had luiimised to 
build il too. 

'Hon. BFr. ITumphieys— But they diil 
not do il. 

Mr. Vvt non— ^Ve had n<>l a chaneo to 
build it. 

Mr. llennoti thought that ^rlO.IJOt) fora 
lu'id^e at Savona was a small item when 
the impoi taucB of the work is taken into 
cons$der(ttiou; and wheii it is a fact that 
the district only gels §4,000 for roads out 
of a contributed revenue of $40,000. It 



was not right for all the traflic on that 
oad to cross by a ferry. 

iMr. Yoruon remarked on the danger of 
crossing attliat ferry at certain seaaoiis of 
tho year. 

Hon. IMr. Walkem would be glad to get 
the advice of tho mombeia -fois. Valft oifi 

the subject of that ferry. 

(iitwiNc nni K. 
Mr. Sniitho asked if the large .suiii of 
§lilO,ol;> was to bo voted without 
House knowing what the dock was tn 
cost. 

Hon. iMr. Walkem had an estimate of 
the work made out, which was §7o0,30-l 
in all, including OtJOO tons of extra ce- 
ment. He read a letter jus': received 
front Kinipple iV Morris, stating that the 
<iuantity of coment required was r)CKX) 
tons. . Loh:i by deterioration would, of 
course, amount to considei-able. Tests 
from San Francisco eenient were then 
gone into, and it was stated that they 
were satisfactory. The totak cement re- 
quired, tlierefore, would ln> mueh less 
than tjGOO tons. 

Mr. Armstrong wanted to know what 
amount would be required to carry on 
the work for this year. 

•Hon. Mr. Walkem stated that provi- 
sion would have to bo made for nnishing 
the dock in any case. The whole sum 
might nut be wanted, however. 

Mr. Armstrong wanted information re- 
specting the item of .?'_'187 for Kinipple it 
Morris. 

Hon. Mv. Walkem replied that il was 
for tho resident engineer's salary. 

Mr. Armstrong thought that K. Sr. M. 
had good grounds for refusing to p.ay tho 
resident engineer's sAlary any longer. 

Mr. Mara referring to this matter said 
it was so much the worse for tho province 
that K. & had not been nrtified that 
the resident engineer's salary would be 
rharged to them. They were evidently 
ol ilie oi)inioii that tho province was pay- 
ing this r.alary. 

Hon. iMr. I5eaven -said that t he lesideut 
engineer di'cw his salary luuiitlily and 
signed for Iv. it M. The engineers were 
obliged under the contract to come out 
once a year, or as often as r(i<|uired, whieii 
they had not done. 

Mr. Mara — Whose fault is that ! 

i\lr. Ash remarked that as the govern- 
ment had a counter claim against K. S: .M. 
for not eoiniiig out as often as re(]uireii. 
He saw in this the germ of another law- 
suit. Notwithstanding that the preecnt 
government had Iiad unlimited funds at 
tlioir disposal, yet but little had been 
done <ui the works. The fact of ftfr. I'.en- 
ni'tl taking part against IJced Bros, on 
lieludf of the government and still being 
the paid servant of the arbitrators scorn- 
ed utterly inconsistent. The government 
had been perfectly imbecile. [Hear, 
hear, and laughter. " A good word," 
from Hon. Mr. "Walkem. J iSlr. Ash- 
\'es, perfectly imbecile; that was tho pro- 
|ier term to use. The whole matter in 
cmiriection with tlie drydock had been 
mismanged in every particular and it ex- 
hibited a vast amount of want of foresight 
on tho part of the government. 

Mr. Smithe referred to the dismissal of 
Mr. Uennntt by K. it M. The letter 
would bear no other interpretation than 
that put upon it by a majority of thocom- 
niittoe and Mr. Trutch. The resident, 
engineer had no claim whatever on K. & 
iM. The government ought to lako stops 
at once to settle this matter. Inthkand 
every other particular the government 
h.ad allowed tilings to drift along; hut 
shortly they would be brought up with a 
round turn. The government intended 
to remain going on wrong and then even- 
tually refuse a petition of right to K. it 
M. , as they had done with Reed Bros. 
What he blamed the government for was 
that they did not send for one of tho en- 
gineers when the dilliculty about coment 
iranapired, Much good might have been 
done if tho govornment had pursued this 
ciuirse. Things, however, would go on 
ill the same unsatisfactory manner till the 
giivernmont were kicked out next sum- 
mes at the general election. ( Hear, hear). 

Hon. Mr. Walkem who will be kicked 
in ' 

.Mr. Smithe- -That remains to he jiro- 
ven. He then entered into tho dill'erent 
estimates of cement retpiired and w.is of 
the o[iiiiion the highest of those would be 
found correct. He disputed the correct- 
ness of the average tests given by tho chief 
comiui.ssiouer of land and works of San 
Franei.seo coment. He cimld not under- 
stand why jMr. liennett should be al- 
lowed to go on day after day violating tho 
specifications; as before long the Im- 
perial government would take advantage 
of this fact and decline [r.aying the I'-jO,- 
000 .Hubsids'. This large amount was be- 
ing jeopardized by the cour.se pursued in 
drydock matters. The govermiient were 
blamed for sujiplying cement as the con 
tract(U's would use it lavishly in order In 
.save other material. This he contended 
was entirely wrong. Lookiiigat the mat- 
ter from any stand]wint the government 
were entu'ely at fault and had exhibited 
avast amount of incompetency. 

Mr. Armstrong thouglit it ads'isaide 
that the item should be laid over till tlie 
gravingdock correspondence came douii. 
Tie would move to that effect. 

Mr. Williams — Hero it is holding up 
the eofl'edam correspondence. 

iMr. .-V riiistroug -That is the cofTenlam 
matter. It has nothing ti> dn with the 
dock at all. 

The chairman ruled Mr. .-X rm.-.lroiig's 
motion out of tuder. The House must 
either pass tho item or vOtu it down. 

iMr. Williams thought there was a mis- 
iiiidi r-danding about this item of §21."), • 
OiMi. Il w:\s to come out "f the Imperial 
subsidy. 

Mr. [■'.•I '_;u.-,nn ivished to know who has 
to pay iiiteiesl on tliese amounts. He 
contended that this large sum for interest 
would bo il burden on the province for 
three or f^iur years before the lni|ierial 
subsidy would be iivailable. 

.Mr. llaiiis leviewed the figures tiial 
had been presented and was quite certain 
that. §200,000 or S'J50,000 more would 
havo to be paid by the province. 

Items fm' graving doek amounting In 
Vl."i,-100 I h(Mi passed. 

Oil miscellaneous items Mr. Abr:ims 
called ihe attf-ntion of the govi;rninout to 
the fact that .a vote lapsed' some time ago 
for the Wellington Mechanics Institute. 
He wished that amount to bo put on tho 
siipplcinonlary estimates. 

Mv. .Vrinstrong hoped the sum voted 
fc,r New Westminster IMechanicsTnatitnte 
whieh lapsed in the s;imo way would be 
also pill on Ihe nupplemenlary esli- 
mates. 

Mr. (iallanher followed in the same 
course. 

Mr. Mara urged the necessity of addi- 
tional aid to Vale, particularly for the 
building of tanks its without them the lire 
engine reciMitly purchased would be use- 
less. It was the duly of the govornment 
tn urant them at le;us"t another ^JuOO. 

ftlr. Vernon hoped that the suggestion 
of his hon. friend would be attended to. 
If they had had an engine the late dis- 
astroua fire would not have occurred. 

Hon. IMr. Walkem remarked that Vale 
should ado[)l Ilie method in voguo in 
tiarkerville. By building tanks the Yale 
people could get unlimited water and un- 
limited prefifliire without an engine all. 



Mr. Bennett thought that the people of 
Vale deserved more consideration at the 
hands of the government' than a grant of 
■^500 in aid of the tire department. 

Hon.- Mr. Humphreys ' regretted that 
the government were not in a position to 
.'cbmijly Ivitlt the wishes or demands rather 
of members in opposition. He had kept 
an account of tlie amounts demanded by 
them and found it amounted to 8187,000 
more than the actual revenue of the 
couiitiy. (Laiigliter and no, no, from all 
parts of the House, and "you have put in 
tho graving dock item.") 

Hon. iMr. Walkem oxplaiued' thti item 
for explorations §1500 which 'was'' for the 
purpose of encouraging exploring parties 
in any part of the province. Ho consid- 
ered that tho true principle of exploration 
was to aid parties. This was Mr. Selwyn'* 
views of the matter and it w.is entitled to 
much considor.ation. 

^Mr. Hqlgesen thought tlial much "ood 
government should lie exercised in select- 
ing prospecting parties either for minerals 
or for agricultural lands. 

Mr. Callaghor was sorry tlnit tho item 
was not larger. He suggested that the 
amount should bo doubled. 

Mr. .Arm.strong wa.s not aware of the 
slightest benellcial result having been 
brought about by explorations. The 
money would be hotter s])ent in opening 
up roads into the country that is known. 
The item sho^ild be struck out. 

Mr. Smithe thought tho chief comitiis- 
sioncr of lands and works should bo able 
to explain definitely what would bo done 
with this money. He agreed with the 
member for Esquimalt that aid should be 
given to men in (.'arihoo, Cassiar and on 
the Island who were willing to spond their 
time prospecting. 'I'ho sum might be e.aaily 
squandered in "scratching" some portion 
of tho country without any. beneficial re- 
sults. Tho chief commissioner of lands 
and works may have some one in his eye 
to whom he intended to give this amount 
and if so lie ought to tell the House so. 

jAfr, h'ergiison contended that groat in- 
diie.-t beneficial results havo been ob- 
tairuMl frriUi explorations. 

Mr. Cowanalso belicvcil that the mnnt-y 
should be given in aid to prospectors. A 
sum of i^OOO wonld bean inducement to 
prosiiect it section of country in Cariboo 
that wa.s believed In ho gold hparing but 
was as yet almo.it unknown. 

Mr. .Ash t hnught there was no part of 
tlie province that needed explorations 
more than \"ancouver Islam!. A great 
portion of Ihe Island north of Nanaimo 
and Nonh of Comox had not yet been ex- 
amined by white men. One half of the 
sum sliould be devoted to Vancouver Is- 
land as g'dd bearing regions were known 
to exist in various ]iarts of it.

A TREMENDOUS SWiNDLE. 

CHINA HEMP AND MATTINC FOR SILK. 

UPWARDS OF 95,000,000 STOLEN. 

LoNnox, April 11 — Tho Juunud saj-a 
an outline of tho operations of an exten- 
swindle in the China trade reached Bos- 
ton this ntorning, and indications are that 
a gigantic fraud, is about to be exposed. 
Tho house of A''ogel & Co., of Hongkong, 
have done a large business in hemp, silk 
and other goods in China, America and 
Europe. Very recently English and 
French consigneea of tho firm reccivet! 
several cargoes of cheap, fourth-rate silks 
in place of first-class goods, which had 
been ordered and paid for. Hardly had 
an investigation been begun when the ar- 
rival of th»! ship Richard Kobinson in 
New York on Saturday with a cargo from 
the same house, exposed an extensive 
fraud of the same nature. Several New 
York and Boston firms received consign- 
ments of hemp, as they supposed, by tlie 
veaael. They luul sent letters of credit 
and purchased through banking houses, 
as is customary, a largo quantity of hemp 
worth nearly thirty dollars per bale. On 
opening the cargo Saturday it was found 
to consist principally of Canton matter 
worth less than §5 per bale. Jloanwhile 
orders wore sent to apprehend tho head 
of tho house at Hongkong by means of 
the atble. Tho orders resulted in receipt 
of r dispatch saying he had sailed by tho 
last steamer for France. Detectives in 
the latter country endeavored to findhim, 
but he has been traced, it is believed, to 
Italy. His capture is beliovetl despaired 
of, .although pursuit is being made as 
rapidly as possible. Tho silk shipped to 
Europe by Vogel & Co. is worth not 
much more than §10 a bale. It was paid 
for at nearly §300. The lo.sse.s to con- 
signees of the firm thus far rei)ortod 
amount lo §5,000,000. One Bo.ston firm 
received 7500 bales of hemp by the Rich- 
ard Kobinson and it was worth about 
one-sixth of tho amount paid. A thorough 
investigation of afl'airs is bc'ing made and 
a inoro definite statement will soon be 
ready. 

The firm in this city mentioned as hav- 
ing been victimized by Yogel & Co. is 
that of Cyrus \Vakefield & Co. , dealers 
in East India goods. This firm had a con- 
signment of 2500 bales of hemp by the 
Richard Robinson, but owing to lack of 
knowledge as to what proportion their 
consignment is of hemp;",niid w;hat| matt- 
ing are unable to give Jdssea. ' . i

A THIBLE TBA&EST. 

Throe Ohlaeso Iffi&ora IXurdorod; Rob- 
hed and their Oabii; Surned.

Lf.wiston, I. T., April 9. — A triple 
murder, robbery and arson occurred at 
Camas Creek, Nez Perce county, Idaho, 
on the 2nd inst. Tho discovery was 
made on thtj ath. Three (!hinainen 
were engaged in mining at a remote 
place on the creek and wore known to 
have in their iiossession about .$700 iu 
gold dust. On the Sth the cabin was 
found bnVned with the charred remains 
of two of the Chinamen. In the claim 
was found the body of the third, .shot 
through the head and lii.'^ throat cut 
from ear to ear, and with his mining 
rig upon him, longgumboots and r very- 
thing indicating that he wa.s killal 
while engaged at work. The sujipo.si- 
tion is that the two in the cabin were 
first killed and then the one in the 
claim, after which the villain returned 
and robbed the cabin and then .set fire 
to it. The body on the claim was 
buried in the snow. A young white 
man in the neighborhood has exhibited 
considerable gold dust, evidently .such 
as was taken from the claim, and there 
also was found U|)on liim a pair of 
boots belonging to one of the tuurdcreil 
men. He has wince been arrested. The 
remains of the murdered men wore 
brought to Lowiston this evening and 
a post mortem will be held upon the 
man found in the claim to-morrow. The 
ball will also be taken from the headi 
and it is hoped a clue may be-fourid 
therefrom to further identify the inur 
doror. The name of the arre.stcd man 
is Gamoway, a young man of unenvi- 
able reputation. 



AM ISTSAITB REVIVAL.
